Bird, the immigration officers went on 
board, their appearance being the sig- 


nal for an Incipient riot The Hindus 
brandished all sorts of weapens and 
kept up a flerce tumult for a consid 
erable time, though Mr Hopkinson, | 
one of the officiais, addressed them 
in their own language, assuring them 
that everything would be done that 
was possible to allay their sufferings 


Their Lives Threatened, 
When about to leave the vessel, the 


voice of Dr, Bagunath, who is the 
regimental surgeon of the native army 
corps in Hong Kong, was heard 


shouting that the Hindus had threat- 
end to kill him and Gurdit Singh join- 
d in an appeal to the officials to save 
them from the fury of their followers 
Instructions were at once given to the 
Japanese crew protect hoth of 
them and an assurance was given 
that the order would be attended t« 
The Japanese are well armed and 
though, far they have not taken 
“any measures other than peaceable, 
their appearance indicated that they 
are only waiting fer the opportunity 
to carry out drastic orders in the 
event of such a contingency arising 
The local Hindus are deaf to all en- 
treaties from the ship to send food 
and medicine, stating that they have 
already given too much and that all

BEING INVESTIGATED 


Circumstancés Surrounding Death 
at Lac La Biche Point to 
Murder 


(From Evening Edition) 

The Mounted Police are investigat- 
ing the story told by James Rowan 
yesterday, in which he stated that he 
had discovered, near Lac La _ Biche, 
the body of a man who had appar- 
ently come to a violent death, but the 
man’s story presents some puzzling 
features. 

Rowan said that he had found a 
man named Frank Johnson lying dead 
in a shack with his head crushed in 
and an axe covered with blood lying 
on the floor beside him. According 
to his statement the door of the 
shack was bolted on the inside and a 
plank was propped against the door 
as a further hindrance to anyone 
wishing to enter. As the only other 
openings in the building are two 
small air holes, which are said to be 
much too small to admit of the pas- 
sage of a man’s body, the obvious 
theory is suicide, if Rowan’s story is 
true, 

Superintendent Wroughton = states, 
however, that the blow inflicted on 
the man's skull must have been = an 
extremely heavy one, and that it is 
unlikely that it could have been done 
by the man himself unless he was a 
particularly determined = individual, 
Moreover, it is very unusual for any- 
one, no matter ot how desperate a 
character, to commit suicide in such a 
horrible manner. These facts, if 
they point to anything, undoubetdly 
indicate that the man was murdered, 
but whether or not this ds the ease de- 


pends on whether or not the story 
told by Mowan is accurate. 

Rowan is an oficial of the 1.W.W 
in this city and is said to be a well 


educated man. A constable has been 
Sent to the scene of the fatality and 
his report will probably clear up the 
mystery,

CONCRETE ROADS AND 
THEIR MAINTENANCE 


How the Concrete Highway Com- 
pares With Other Types in the 
Matter of Upkeep 


A prominent resident of the Phila- 


delphia suburb known as the ‘Main 
Line” district of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, has been considering the 


question of road maintenance in con- 
nection with his annual contributions 
for this purpose in the form of toll 
charges exacted on many of the main 


line thoroughfares, This suburb is 
occupied chiefly by holders of large 
country seats, and has always been 


celebrated for its good roads, The 
gentleman referred to uses a motor 
car, and has made an interesting esti- 
mate of the advantages of good roads 
based on his annual toll charges. 
What he has to say is as applicable 
to distinetly rural districts as to more 
thickly populated localities, for when 
it comes to road maintenance the 
‘country seat owner and the Tarmer 
His statement 


are in the same boat, 
is as follows: 

“My toll bille on the Lancaster 
Avenue Pike and Montgomery Ave- 


nue exceed $56 annually. This does 
not represent excessive use of a motor 
car. Now, I have applied these figures 
to road maintenance in various sec- 
tions of the country, In New York; 
taking the official report on road 
maintenance, Which was $1,009 per 
mile in 1912, my $50 toll wouldn't ge

‘Think of accomplishing this with the 
toll charges of a single individual! 1t 
becomes rather significant from the 
economical viewpoint. As matturs 
now stand, it would be rather a @:5- 
heartening proposition for a turnpike 
company to attempt to keep two miles 
of ‘main line’ roads in perfect repair 
with the toll charges from my cur 
alone. To do so would require the 
amount of my annual toll charges on 
more than forty cars, taking New 
York's record. . 

“It is interesting to eonsider <-he 
subject in connection with the pro- 
posed tax on motor cars as applied ty 
reveral miles of road—say,*...y¥ miles 
With concrete noads a tax. of $2.66 
per car per year on five hundred cars 


would keep fifty miles, in perfect 
order, With macadam, taking New 
York's figures, it would © require 


twenty thousand cars to keep ‘the fifty 
miles in order, to say,nothing of fre- 
quent interruption of traffic during 
fepairs.
